It is ripening fast and in another week 
of this fine weather cutting will be gen- 
eral. In discussing the prospects of 
damage by frost Mr. Mann stated that 
he was particularly struck with the 
greenness and freshness of the gardens, 
none of which in his observation, indi- 
cated damage by frost. Many samples 
of grain were procured along the route 
and in every case the grain was of ex- 
cellent grade. 

M: Mann states that the C. N. R. 
will be in better shape than ever to haul 
out the crop this season. “Though” he 
says, “no equipment obtainable can take 
out the western crop as quickly as the 
farmers want it out in the months of 
October and November.” 

Discussing the railway building situ- 
ation for the coming year, Mr. Mann es- 
timated that it would require between 
25,000 to 30,000 men to carry out the pro- 
grain of the railway company’s next year 
in extending their lines. :

PRELIMINARY HEARING IN THE 
LUMBER ‘COMBINE PROSECUTION 


Opens Before Inspector Worsley at the R.N.W.M.P. Barracks. Attorney- 
General’s Department Represented by Deputy Attorney-General 
Woods, Who is Vigorously Conducting Case. R. B. Bennett, of Cal- 
gary, Defends the Lumber Dealers. A.M. Grogan, Secretary of Alberta 


Retail Lumber Dealers’ Association, on the Stand this Morning. Re- 


view of Ottawa Inqui 


The preliminary hearing of the 
case instituted against the Alberta 
Retail Lumbermen’s association for 


alleged combine in restraint of trade 
by the government of the province of 
Alberta opened this morning at the 
R, N. W. M. P. barracks before In- 
Apector Worsley, 

8 B. Woods, deputy attorney-gen- 
eral, appeared for the prosecution and 
R. B. Kennett, Calgary, for the lum- 
berinen. ’ 

The summons reads that members 
mentioned therein did conspire, eoim- 
bine «nd agree to unduly limit the 
facilities for supplying or dealing in 
an article or commodity whieh may 
be a subject of trade or commerce, 
to wit, lumber, and thereby did com- 
mit an indictable offenee contrary to 
the provisions of the criminal code, 

The summons also includes an in- 
dictment for coinbining with the Brit- 
ish Columbia lumber manufacturers 
to arrest production, maniiacture and 
transportation of lumber, and there- 
by strangle legitimate trade in a com- 
modity of commerce. 

Only Two Failed To Appear. 

All the members of the association 
mentioned in the summons were pres- 
ent except F, D, Beeker, who now re- 
sides in British Columbia. 

The witnesses subpoenaed in the 
case are Messrs. Grogan, Wells, Alex- 


ander, Austie, McNicol, Ambrose, 
Skead, Taylor and Filtness. All were 
present excopt Messrs. Skead and 
Taylor, 


By an arrangement of the counsel 
for each side, it was decided to take 
up the charge against one of the de- 
fendants as representative of the as- 
sociation and those mentioned in the 
indictment, as far as the preliminary 
investigation was concerned, The 
court decided to proceed against W. 
H. Clark, of the Edmonton Lumber 
company, and the charge laid against 
all eoneerned in the prosecution, 

Grogan, of Calgary, First Witness. 

A 1. Grogan, secretary of the asso- 
ciation, was first witness called and 
examined by Mr. Woods, 

To Mr. Woods he stated 
a commission merehant in Calgary, 
and secretary of the Alberta Retail 
Lumber association. Mr. Woods want- 
ed the witness to state what the Al- 
berta Retail Lumber association, Mr.

Niogara Valls, N.Y., Sept. 4.—While 
hundreds of spectators gazed in awe at

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MOORS ATTACK — 
CASA BLANCA 


Eight Frenchmen Killed. Situa- 
tion Serious. Moors Thirst- 
ing for Revenge. 


Tangier, September 4.—Tn an atlack 
by the Moors on Casa Blanca yeaster- 
day eight Frenchmen were killed, in- 
cluding Commander Provet and seven 
of his men. The American mission- 


aries refused to leave the city when 
others fled, and grave fears are felt 
for their aafety, 

Casa Blanca, Sept, 4.—About 6,000 
Moors participated in Monday's fight, 
according to information that reached 
here yesterday, The Moors, who ap- 
peared on all sides, made most im- 
pressive pictures. Garbed fantaati- 
eally, mounted’ on white horses and 
earrying their banners in the front 
line they swept down from the hills 
in splendid formation and charged 
thunderoysly to within about 400 
yards of the French camp, which for 
& moment seemed in danger of being 
over-ridden, As they charged the 
Moors chanted in unison verses from 
the Koran, The irregular Algerian 
eavalry encountered the first shock 
of the Moore assault without yielding 
a foot from the position they oceu- 


pied. General Drude quickiy  em- 
ployed his forces to the greatest ad- 
vantage, and the Moors were sub. 


jected to a fire of ehot and shell which 
soon left the ground strewn with 
corpses Major Provost was slain 
while returning to camp after the en- 
gagement, which opened at 5 am 
and lasted seven hours 

Paris, Sept. 4.—The Frenely govern- 
ment yesterday telegraphed instrue- 
tions to General Drude authorizing 
him to pursue a vigorous and relent 
less campaign against the warring 
tribesmen in the Casa Blanca region 
and specifically permitting him to 
make a two days’ march into the in 
terior.

EXPORT CATTLE 
ARE MOVING NOW 


CP R Live Stock Agent Discus- 
ses Range and Beef . 
Industry. 


Winnipeg, Sept, 4—There will be a 
very considerable reduction in the 
number of cattle exported from West. 
ern Canada this fall, according to the 
estimate of H, C, MeMullen, general 
live stock agent of the C. P. R,, who 
is in the city. Mr. McMullen has 
headquarters at Calgary and is un- 
questionably the best authbdrity on 
the range industry in Canada, While 
he forecasts a very considera>le fal- 
ling off in export cattle Mr, MeMul 
len predicts that Canadian stock 
dealers who send their herds across 
the pond this fall will receive a very 
considerable advance for everything 
offered, 

“You see, it is like this,” observed 
Mr, McMullen in describing the situ- 
ation on the plains of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, “we moved for export 
purposes from Western Canada exact- 
ly 74,000 beef cattle in 1906—the high 
water mark. This year I don’t  be- 
lieve the number to be shipped to 
Kuropean markets will exceed 50,000 

“This condition is not due to any 
particular loss last winter and can- 
not be accepted as a lack of prosper- 
ity among the owners of range cattle 


in the West, but rather to unusual 
conditions in the way of cattle ma- 
turing.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS, 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
North-West Provinces, excepting 8 
and 26, not reserved, may be home- 
steaded by any person the sole head 
of a family, or male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter sec: 
tion, of 160 acres, mure or less, 

Application for homestead entry 
must be made in person by the ap- 
plicant at the office of the local Agent 
or Sub-Agent. Entry by proxy may, 
however, be made on certain condi- 
tions by the father, mother, sou, 
daughter, brother, or sister of an in- 
tending homesteader, 

An application for entry or inspec- 
tion made personally at any Sub- 
agent's office may be wired to the 
focal Agent by the Subagent, at the 
expense of the applicant, and if the 
land applied for is vacant on receipt 
of the telegram such application is 
to have priority and the land will be 
held until the necessary papers to 
complete the tfansaction are receiv- 
ed by mail. 

In case of “personation” the entry 
will be summarily cancelled and the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
claim, 

An application for inspection must 
be made in person,’ The applicant 
must be eligible fot homestead entry, 
and only one application for inspec- 
tion will be received from an indivir 
dual until that application ‘has been 
disposed of. 

A homesteader whose entry is in 
good standing, and not liable to can- 
cellation, may, subject to approval of 
Department, relinquish it in favour 
of father, mother; sén, daughter, 
brother or sister, #f eligible, but to 
no one else, on filing declaration of 
abandonment. 

Where ‘an entry is summarily can 
celled, or voluntarily abandoned, sub- 
sequent to institution of concellation 
proceedings, the applicant for inspee- 
tion will be entitled to prior right of 
entry. 

Applicants for ‘inspection must 
state in what parteulars the home- 
steader is in default, and if subse- 
quently the statement is found to be 
incorrect in material particulars, the 
applicant will lose any prior right of 
re-entry, shouiu the Jand become 
vacant. or if entry has been granted 
it may be summarily cancelled, 

Duties.-A_ settler is required to 
perform the conditions under one of 
the following plans :— 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader 
resides upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such home- 
steader the requirement ag to resi 
dence may be satisfied by such per- 
son residing with the father or 
mother. 

(3) If the settler hag his permanent 
residence’ upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead ,the requirement may be satis- 
fied by residence upon such land. 

Before making application for 
patent the settler must give six 
months’ notice in writing to he Com- 
missioner of Dominion Lands at Ot- 
tawa, of his intention to do so, 


SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH. 
WEST MINING REGULATIONS. 


Coal.--Coal mining rights may be 
leased for a period o@ twenty-one 
vears at an annual rental of $1 per 
acre. Not more than 2,560 acres 
shall be leased to one individual or 
company. A royalty at the rate o 
five cents per ton shall be collected 
on the merchantable coal mined. 

Quarfz.—A person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having discovered 
mineral in place, may locate a claim 
1,500 x 1,500 feet, 

The fee for recording a claim is $5. 

At least $100 must be expended on 
the claim each year or paid to the 
mining recorder in lieu thereof. When 
$500 has been expended or paid, the 
locator may, upon having a survey 
made, and upon complying with other 
requirentents, purchuse sae land at 
$1 per acre, 

The patent provides for the pay- 
ment of a royalty of 2 12 per cent, on 
the sale. 

Placer mining claims generally are 
100 feet square; entry fee $5, renew- 
able yearly. 

An applicant may obtain two leases 
to dredge for gold of five miles each 
for a term of twenty years, renewable 
at the discretion of the Minister of 
the Interior. 

The lessee shall have a dredge in 
opergtion within one season from the 
date of the lease for each five miles 
Rental $10 per annum for each mile 
of river leased, | Royalty at the rate 
of 2 12 per cent, collected on the

FEARED 


THE BRIDGE WAS UNSAFE 


Heads of Pheonix Bridge Company—A History of 
the Bridge and It’s Construction. 


Quebec, Sept. 4.—The annual meet- 
ing of the Quebee Bridge Company 
was hell yesterday, President Par. 
ent presiding, 

The treasurer’s report showed that 
$5,116,000 has already been paid to 
the Phoenix Bridge Company, and 
$163,000 is due for work done. 

The annual report is accompanied 
if a report from Chief Engineer 

oare who says: 

oS the evening of the 27th, Mr, 
McClure, resident inspecting engi- 
neer, came to me with a sketch show- 
ing that the ribs in one of the lower 
chords of the west truss of the an. 
chor arm showed an inward side de- 
flection. The matter was reported the 
same day to the consulting engineer 
and the Phoenix Bridge Company, 
but in order to avoid delays and any 
misunderstanding that might arise 
from transmission of messages, Mr. 
McClure left for New York and Phoe- 
nixville to discuss the question, Soon 
after these interviews took place the 
bridge very suddenly collapsed. 
Whether the chord in question 
was the cause of the accident 
or not is et present  undgter- 
mined. Personally I did not see any 
immediate danger. At the same time 
I considered the question of sufficient 
importance to send Mr. McClure to 
explain the situation to the consult. 
ing engineer and the Phoenix Bridge 
Company. Before Mr, McClure left 
he, satisfied me as to the pier levels 
and line of the main post, ete, A few 
days previously the levels were taken 
for deflections, which agreed with the 
theoretical calculations, showing that 
everything was making out. as_ it 
should do, 

Mr, Parent was re-elected president 
He desired to retire, as during the 
last session certain members of the 
House of Commons had commented 
upon his incapacity, 

He was prevailed upon to remain, a 
motion at the same time being car 
ried fixing his indemnity at $3,000 
per year. 

It was in 1900 that work was first 
begun on the Quebee bridge, but at 
the close of the building season last 
fall great progress nad been made, 
promising the rapid completion of the 
whole work, This bridge, when com- 
pleted, will be the largest cantilever 
span in the world, taking the palm 
from the present holder, the Forth 
bridge, across the Firth of Forth, Seot- 
land. It crosses the St. Lawrence 
viver but a few miles above the old 
capital city of Quebec, and is in sight 
irom both Quebee and Levis. 

This bridge project goes back into 
the eary history of Canada, In 1535, 
when Jacques Cartier spent his first 
winter on the St, Lawrence, and built 
the fouggdation for the colony of New 
France, he pitched his camp within a 
few hundred yards of where the north 
pier now stands. It was there that 
he began the work of opening up the 
Old Canada, The construction of the 
bridge marks the first step in — the 
opening up of the New Canada, and of 
its indistrial independence. For ovet 
fifty years the project of bridging the 
river at this point has been under dis- 
eussion, and it has been more or less 
a live issue at every Dominion and 
provineial election since that. time. 
The coming of an election was always 
heralded in the field, laying down lo- 
cations for the bridge in those sec 
tions which it was uesirable to influ- 
ence, 

In 1852 Engineer Serrill submitted 
elaborate plans and a report for a 
suspension, bridge with a 1,600 foot 
span, He recommended the present 
location. At different times numerous 
other locations and schemes for tun- 
nels, large ferries, etc.. were submit 
ted. In 1884 the Quebee Bridge and 
Railway company was formed to build 
the bridge, but nothing was accom- 


plished, In 1887 the Quebee Bridge 
company was jormed, the _ principal 
shareholders being the McGreevys 


and H. J. Beemer. This company, re- 
organized, is the one which is now 
building the bridge. One of the most 
recent cases in which the project was 
utilized as political captal was in 
1896, when Sir Charles Tupper en- 
deavored to intiuence the Quebec elec- 
tions by the promise of the initiation 
of a fast line steamship service from 
Quebec. At that time opimon was 
about equally divided as to whether 
the fast line er the bridge was the 
greater necessity, 

After the election of 1896 a cam- 
paign of enquiry was set on foot in 
Le Semaine Commerciale (of which 
Ulrie Barthe, the present secretary of 
the Quebec Bridge company was edi- 
tor), a order to determine the wishes 
of the city and gather information 
concerning bridge sites, ete, The 
bridge project was explained to the 
public in many leading editorials. In 
the fall of the same year the board 
of trade took the matter in hand. 
The board of directors decided upon 
the present site and appointed E. A 
Hoare chief engineer, During the 
winter new capital was introduced 
and the company reorganized, 

Mr. Parent was elected a director 
in March, 1897, and in the fall he he- 
came president. It was at this time 
that Mr. Barthe became secretary, J! 
is generally believed that prior to this 
Mr. Parent had received assuranees 
of support from both the Dominion 
and provincial governments, in the 
undertaking, Before any assistance 
was given, however, $200,000 of the 
eapital was subscribed by the share- 
holders of the company, of which 2h 
per cent, was paid up. In 1899 the 
federal government granted a subsidy 
of $1,000,000, one-third payable on the 
substructure and two-thirds on the 
superstructure. The city of Quebee 
gave $300,000 and the province of Que- 
bee $250,000. This together with the 
$200,000 subscribed, gave a total of 
$1,750,000, it being intended to sell 
bonds for the remaining cost which 


was estimated at $4,000,000 for 
bridge proper, without terminals, 

After thorough investigation the 
chief enpineer decided upon the fol- 
low-ng plan for the bridge: 

Total length, 3,300 feet; length of 
the main span, 1,800 feet, which ia 
90 feet longer than any bridge built 
to date (the Forth being a span 1,710 
feet); width, 68 feet; total height, 300 
icet above high water, with a passage 
way underneath, 1,200 feet wide, above 
which the lowest part of the bridge is 
150 feet above high water, giving gul- 
fic-ent clearance for the largest boat 
afloat. Avcommodation is given for 
tyo railway tracks, two highways and 
two sidewalks, The contract for the 
superstructure was given to the 
Phoenix Bridge company, of Phoenix- 
ville, Pa., and that ior the substrue- 
ture to M. P. Davis, of Ottawa. Mr, 
Davis started work in the fall of 1900, 
promising to complete same by No- 
vember, 1902. This he has accom- 
plished, 

Character of Bridge. 

The bridge superstructure consists 
of two approach spans 220 feet long, 
one on each side of the river; twa 
anchor arms 600 feet long, one on 
each side, and one central span 800 
feet long. The substructure consists 
of two abutments, two anchor piers 
and two main piers, The abujments 
are founded on solid rock. The an- 
chor piers are 90 feet by 30 feet by 
70 feet high. As their name signifies 
these piers are not foundations in the 
ordinary sense of the word, notwith- 
standing pressure above them, but are 
anchors which impose weight to coun- 
teract the weight of the centre span. 
From the bottom of these anchor 
piers clusters of twenty eyebars, each 
ten inches by two and one-eighth, ex- 
tend through the centre of the pier

“Bad Boy of Europe” Seeing 
Sights in Great English 
Metropolis. 


London, Sept, 4.—London is at 
te vowel entertaining one of the most 

nteresting personalities in Kurope— 
the crown prince of Servia, formerly 
known as the “Bad Boy of Kurope, 
and “His Hightiess the Hooligan,” 

Prince Geo t8 traveling incog- 
nite and since his arrival he has been 
sight.seeing like an ordinary tourist. 

Country cousina visiting the Tower 
of London yesterday puzzled their 
heads over the idétitity of the enthue- 
iastic foreigndooking youth with 
close cropped hair, prominent nose 
and swarthy face, who wanted to seo 
“everything as quiékly os possible.” 
He wore a Panarsa hat, « lounge suit 
and brown boots, and he might have 
assed for an ordinaty foreign tourist 
but the fact that the three men who 
accompanied him showed him a cer- 
tain degree of deference. 

Little did the Visitors guess that he 
Was the representative of that Kara. 
georgevitch dynasty which again as 
cended the Servian throne after that 
terrible coup d’etat of June, 1908, 
whon King Alexander of Servia and 
Queen Draga were ruthlessly murder- 
od at Belgrade. 

Tt was only natural that the crown 
prince, who is now twenty years of 
age, should visit the Earl’s Court Ex- 
hibition. He hag become more sub. 
duedof late, and though he took a 
childish delight in the water chute— 
which he declared should be twice as 
steep—and insisted on his suite being 
photographed with him on pieture 
posteards, he made a very favorable 
impression on* several Servian gentle 
men who are not favorably disposed 
toward the present dynasty. 

One of these said yesterday that the 
young prince had undoubtedly begun 
to recognize his responsibilities, A}! 
though as restless as King Alfonse 
of Spain, and still very excitable, he 
has a frank, simple manner and a ena- 
pacity for enjoyment which arouse a 
certain amount Of admiration 

Formerly he led his tutors an un. 
easy life—Major Lavasseur, a Freneh 
disciplinatian who had the honor of 
“jnstructing”’ the prince for a time, 
was considerably damaged, mentally 
and physically, by tlie time he had 
finished with him. 

On one occasion King Peter was s: 
incensed over the gross insults which 
the unruly George had offered his ta- 
tor that he sentenced his son to ter 
days’ imprisonment in a fortress. Bw 
the prince eseapéd by scaling a wall 
and later on broke a bottle over his 
tutor’s head. 

The prince’s escipades at music 
halls and theatres and his wild do- 
ings generally have caused many 
seandals in Belgrade, but everyone iv 
now agreed that he is turning over a 
new leaf,
